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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is in response to amendment /reconsideration filed on 
05/30/2008, the amendment/reconsideration has been considered. Claims 1, 13, 15, 19, 
31 and 33 have been amended, claims 12, 14, 30, 32 and 36 have been cancelled. 
Claims 1-10, 13, 15-28, 31 and 33-35 are pending for examination. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

2. The terminal disclaimer filed on 05/30/2008 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
co-pending U.S. Application Number 10/653,025 titled "Secure Transfer of Host 
Identities" has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been 
recorded. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed on 03/07/2008 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejections of claims 1-10, 13, 15-28, 31 and 33-35 have been 
withdrawn. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-10, 13, 15-28, 31 and 33-35 are allowed. 
Regarding independent claims 1 , 1 7, 1 9 and 35 the prior art of the 
record neither alone or in combination teaches, "designating the 
second host system as destination host system for the host identity 
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Art Unit: 2152 

that is allocated to the first host system, wherein the administrator 
system designates the second host system as the designation host 
system for the host identity" or " an administrator system 
designating itself as an intermediate destination for the host identity 
allocated to the first host system" in combination with the other 
limitations recited in independent claims 1,17, 19 and 35. 
Claims 2-1 0,13,1 5-1 6, 1 8, 20-28, 31 and 33-34 are allowed 
because of their dependency from independent claims 1,17 and 1 9 
respectively.
